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Rate payers voice 
opinion of new 
building 


Council prepares 
to make a decision 
on building

The process of looking at 
constructing a new administra¬ 
tion building met opposition 
from some ratepayers in attend¬ 
ance at an open house held in 
Didsbury on March 12. 

The Building Review Com¬ 
mittee brought forward costs of 
constructing a new administra¬ 
tion building at the meeting 
based on three different site and 
three different building types. 

The cost of constructing a 
new building would be at least 
$4.4 million if they stay on their 
current site and could be as 
high as $5.4 million if they 
moved to a proposed sites near 
the Olds/Didsbury Airport. 

The low-end cost is of a 
building made of wood while the 
highest end cost would include 
a more "traditional", more ex¬ 
pensive type building. 

Councillor Dave Derksen, 
who is also the chair of the 
Building Review Committee, 
said at the open house prices 
on a new building were sought 
because question cards that 
were handed in at a previous 
open house said new building 
numbers should be looked at in 
order to make an informed de¬ 
cision. 

He said this meeting was a 
chance to receive more input on 
the issue. 

"We have sometimes taken 


criticism that we don't study 
things enough," said Derksen, 
adding he feels that the County 
was making a good effort in 
seeking input on the matter. 

Arnie Shea, a member of the 
Mountain View Tax Payers As¬ 
sociation, asked Derksen if he 
was absolutely sure that five 
years down the road the County 
would still exist the way it does 
now - pointing to the provinces 
actions of changing other gov¬ 
ernments like the health 
boards. 

Derksen said the only sure 
thing in life was death and 
taxes. 

Shea said perhaps the 
County should look at a lease 
and "save the taxpayers $5 mil¬ 
lion". 

County resident Kerry 
Thornton pointed to the plebi¬ 
scite held in conjunction with 
the municipal vote in late 2001. 
He said he didn't know why the 
County was discussing a new 
building when residents had al¬ 
ready voted against it. Nearly 
75 per cent of rate payers voted 
against the construction of a 
new building at election time. 

"I don't understand why this 
Council doesn’t understand 
what no means," said 
Thornton. "Why can't you re¬ 
spect that?" 

Derksen said there was a 
question put on the ballot and 
that there was a "resounding 
no", but added something had 
to be done with the administra¬ 
tion building eventually and the 
longer Council waited, the 
more expensive the process 
would be.

Westglen principal hopes 
gum leads to better grades 


Middle school 
students lobby for 
right to chew gum 
at school

Westglen Principal Phil 
Corning is hoping his students 
will chew their way to better 
grades after implementing a 
trial that allows gum in the 
middle school. 

The Didsbury middle school 
principal was approached by 
five Grade 7 students, who 
were armed by a study show¬ 
ing that gum chewers had bet¬ 
ter short term memory skills, 
asking for permission to chew- 
gum during class time. 

Corning asked Mrs. Dee 
Trewin's Grade 7 class to write 
letters outlining their proposal 
and then presented them to the 
staff. 

The result? A one month 
trial to see if students are able 
to chew their gum using proper 
"gum etiquette". 

"I was really impressed with 
their approach," said Corning. 
"They proceeded in a very or¬ 
ganized and realistic manner. 
If students have good ideas 1 


think our staff is open to hear 
them." 

One of the biggest fears staff 
at Westglen had was they 
would find gum on the floor 
and underneath desks. The 
trial at Westglen is to gauge 
whether students will be able 
to chew their gum without 
making a mess. 

Grade 7 student Jacquie 
Baril, one of the original pre¬ 
senters of the idea to school ad¬ 
ministration, says kids will be 
responsible. 

"The main concern was that 
gum would be getting stuck eve¬ 
rywhere. We thought the rea¬ 
son that was already happen¬ 
ing was because it was not al¬ 
lowed. If your teacher came in 
suddenly you might quickly 
hide it by sticking it under your 
desk." 

The British study, called 
Gum, Not Dumb was found in 
Prevention magazine and con¬ 
sisted of 75 participants. 

The group was split into 
three categories, and was given 
memory quizzes. Those chew¬ 
ing gum outscored their coun¬ 
terparts by 35 per cent. 

Classmate Laura Bevelander 
said she wasn't surprised the 
school has been given this 
chance. 

"I kind of knew Mr. Corning 
would let us try this. Usually 
when you ask him something 


he is fairly open to new ideas," 
she said. 

Students are able to chew 
gum throughout most of the 
school. The gymnasium, li¬ 
brary and computer lab are off- 
limits. 

As to whether the students 
will improve their marks 
through chewing gum. Corning 
is taking a wait and see ap¬ 
proach. 

"Staff are hopeful that ac¬ 
cording to the study marks are 
going to rise 35 per cent,” said 
Corning with a smile. "I am cer¬ 
tainly looking forward to that 
day."

CESD policy 
committee to look 
at smoking issue

Chinook's Edge School Division is sending the issue of how 
provincial legislation prohibiting those under 18 to smoke could 
be enforced at local schools to their policy committee. 

CESD Chair Roy Brassard said that because schools are not 
public spaces, he wondered what the implications of enforcing 
the new legislation would mean for schools. 

"Because schools are not public spaces, how is this thing going 
to be enforced?" asked Brassard at last week's regular school board 
meeting. 

Alberta's Prevention of Youth Tobacco Use Act, which is sched¬ 
uled to be implemented April 1, makes it illegal for any person 
under 18 years of age to possess or smoke tobacco products in a 
public place. Those not in compliance of the act can face a fine of 
$ 100 . 

Some schools in the Chinook's Edge division have a designated 
spot for students to smoke. Others have banned it completely 
from its school grounds. 

Different schools take different action when it comes to smok¬ 
ers. 

Westglen Principal Phil Corning said anyone caught smoking 
on school property is suspended. 

"Smoking is not allowed on school property at all. It is cer¬ 
tainly not something we promote," he said. 

Corning said students have been suspended before and recently, 
but that it is not a big problem at the school. He does believe 
smoking is a problem outside of school time. 

"It has been an issue. We have seen it right down to students 
in Grade 6." 

Corning said since students at the middle school are not al¬ 
lowed to go downtown at noon hour, it is harder to get away with 
smoking. 

Meanwhile the school does invite experts in to talk to students 
about the negative effects of smoking. Early last week AADAC 
gave a presentation to Grade 5 and 6 students. 

"We try to be pro-active in our approach. It's very addictive for 
kids that have already started and it is hard for them to get off of

Reeve Ian Harvie added the 
plebescite wasn't binding and 
that there was no initial in¬ 
tention of building new. 

Shea said the plebescite 
should be honoured. 

"The problem is the 
plebescite and the ballot. You 
have to come to grips with 
that." 

Not everybody at the meet¬ 
ing was against constructing 
a new building. Former 
County CAO Herman Epp 
said there were people against 
the current administration 
building when it was con¬ 
structed over 40 years ago. 
He said some people who were 
against the building were the 
same ones giving tours to 
friends outside of the county 
boundaries months later. 

Another rate payer said he 
wasn't against a new building 
but that Council should be 
prudent in making sure it is 
the right size to fit the needs 
of the County. 

The three sites that are cur¬ 
rently being looked at for the 
new building are the current 
site, land that is immediately 


east of the current site (Dorin 
property) and a rural site off 
highway 2A near the Olds/ 
Didsbury Airport. Building on 
the existing site would cost 
$578,000, the Dorin site 
$751,000 and the airport site 
$ 1 , 111 , 000 . 

The committee also looked 
at the cost of different types 
of buildings. A wood-framed 
building would cost 
$3,824,000. a pre-engineered 
building would cost 
$3,932,500 and a traditional 
design would cost $4,375,000. 

Cohos Evamy architect 
Linus Murphy said while the 
traditional design was the 
most expensive to build, it 
would be cheaper to maintain 
over the long haul. 

A new building would also 
take less time to construct 
than it would take to renovate 
the existing administration 
building and that there would 
be fewer disruptions with the 
staff currently working for 
the County. 

The cost of renovating the 
existing building is pegged at 
$3.5 to $3.9 million. 


"Times are chang¬ 
ing and we need to 
be able to look at 
these things.

Van Arnam said some so¬ 
lution needs to be sought on 
the issue of the building and 
that all options needed to be 
looked at. 

"We are trying to build for 
the future," he said, adding he 
didn’t know which way he 
would vote on the issue yet. 
"Times are changing and we 
need to be able to look at these 
things. 

"Now with your input we 
will make some plans as to 
what we need to do."

Smoking on school property 
was against the rules when I 
was in high school and for the 
most part the same holds true 
for most schools. 

Rules will vary from school 
to school. Some schools do set 
aside space for smokers to prevent them from either being 
a nuisance at a near-by public space or for their own safety. 

The pendulum has swung dramatically over the last 15 
years or so and smoking has become more and more so¬ 
cially unacceptable.

Technology is changing education

During our board meeting on 
Wednesday we were treated to a 
visit by some Grade 3 students 
from Innisfail elementary 
school. They had come to show 
us a project they had been work¬ 
ing on to study the construction 
of the new middle school that is 
going on next to their own build¬ 
ing. The startling thing was that 
their project was paperless. Eve¬ 
rything was on laptop comput¬ 
ers. 

Travis and Michael were as¬ 
signed to me. Michael was the 
strong silent type so Travis did 
all the talking and demonstrat¬ 
ing. Two things impressed me. 
First the sophistication of the 
content they had. Not only was 
there text but they also had pho¬ 
tos of the building and not only 
photos but video clips of things 
like an interview with the con¬ 
struction manager. The second 
impressive thing was the skilled 
facility that Travis showed in op¬ 
erating this device. He could 
quickly find his way to any part 
of the presentation and 
reconfigure the text and images 
in a variety of ways. (I'm think¬ 
ing of hiring him to coach me). 

This was just the latest of sev¬ 
eral "interfaces" I've had with 
technology and education over 
the past few weeks. On Febru¬ 
ary 28th. the Minister of Learn¬ 
ing, Lyle Oberg, came to visit 
us. Well, he really didn't come 
to visit us, that was incidental. 
He came primarily to unveil a 
pilot project with Sun 
Microsystems that is going into 
one of our elementary schools 
in Sylvan Lake. The big differ¬ 
ence with this from what we've 
had before is that the comput¬ 
ing power resides in a central 
server some distance from the 


school and the students work at 
a monitor connected to it. Each 
student has a card - something 
like a credit card - that gives 
them entry to the system and 
access to their own work. To use 
an analogy, it's like our regular 
household phone that has no 
brain of its own but can quickly 
connect us to a central system 
that stores messages for us or 
puts us in touch with the rest of 
the world. 

When talking to the Minister 
it's clear he puts great faith in 
the power of technology to im¬ 
prove the delivery of education 
to our students. Two examples 
he gave of how the Supernet, 
once it arrives, will level the 
playing field, are for home 
schoolers and for small high 
schools. 

Then there was a conference 
I attended in Edmonton, March 
5th, called the “Technology Puz¬ 
zle: Fitting the Pieces together”. 
The people from Alberta Learn¬ 
ing went to great lengths to ex¬ 
plain that technology is not an 
end in itself but a supportive part 
of the learning enterprise. They 
acknowledged that technology 
produces more satisfaction by 
some learners but that it is not 
the best or the only way to learn. 
One of their major projects to 
date has been the production of 
a “Learning and Technology 
Policy Framework,” - an effort 
to tie together all the various in¬ 
dependent directions under com¬ 
mon goals. I couldn't help re¬ 
flecting that the first computers 
made their appearance in 
schools twenty years ago and 
here we are only now trying to 
establish goals and direction for 
the juggernaut. 

Of particular interest to me 
was a session explaining how 
Supernet would work. As you 


know there is a schedule to hook 
up various parts of the Province 
by cable. The target for the 
physical connection is that it be 
completed in fifteen months. The 
first major difference will be the 
quantity of information that can 
travel over those fiber optic ca¬ 
bles compared with the current 
phone line connections. 

Another thing about the 
Supernet that makes it desirable 
for education applications is that 
it consists of a number of closed 
systems. One of those closed 
systems, for example, would be 
Alberta Learning's own site - 
IjearnAlberta.ca, that offers dig¬ 
ital video, animations, lab dem¬ 
onstrations, simulations, and 
reference materials that support 
what is taught in Alberta class¬ 
rooms (visit it - you'll be quite 
surprised at the range of mate¬ 
rial). Having student access lim¬ 
ited to a series of closed systems 
eliminates the worry of students 
at school finding unsuitable ma¬ 
terial on the internet. 

It's an interesting area and I 
wonder what technology 
Michael and Travis will be us¬ 
ing when they're in grade twelve. 
One thing is for sure, when 
you're living through significant 
technological change it is very 
difficult to predict how it will 
turn out and what effects it will 
have. Not too long ago our 
schools were wired, at consider¬ 
able cost, to link computers 
within the building It meant that 
students had to go to a particu¬ 
lar physical location to use a 
computer.

Utilization of equipment and human recourses is a serious prob¬ 
lem in this County and the time to deal with it is before we commit 
tax dollars, regardless of where they come from, to a building that 
will either be oversized or not required at all. 

Has there not been any discussions or fore thought by the County 
to leasing a new building from the private sector on a five year 
renewable with an option to purchase if and when the future of 
County boundaries, efficiencies and responsibilities are determined? 

The avoidance of the elected officials to deal with dictatorial 
behavior of our Administration is frustrating the taxpayers and 
until it is dealt with the discontent will continue. Sadly, this ongo¬ 
ing problem is seriously affecting the day-to-day business of the 
County. Hall meetings, studies and special committees are disrup¬ 
tive, costly, time consuming and are ineffective when farming re¬ 
sponsibilities (calving) are a priority for important taxpayers this 
time of year. 

We believe that the purpose of the question put to the voters on 
the ballot was to discourage the construction of a building that had 
an enormous amount of wasted space and our deteriorating roads 
was a more concerning problem and still is. 

Apparently the Red Deer County does not have the communica¬ 
tion problems this County has regarding the justification for their 
new building. Could it be because of the past efforts of a very ambi¬ 
tious Taxpayers Association? County behavior to the north of here 
is much different than what we experience here. Apparently the 
assistant administrator in the Red Deer County was very coopera¬ 
tive during a recent interview by a local reporter concerning their 
new building. Why did the study committee not tap into this infor¬ 
mation and provide comparisons to our taxpayers? The thermal 
heating project may be a learning experience for all if nothing else. 

Finally, a high five to Reeve Harvie for the genuine way he con¬ 
ducted the Bergen meeting.

Some highlights from the annual meeting 
included a report to the membership from 
Van Arnam and general manager Norris 
Thompson. 

During 2002, the Mountain View Credit 
union surpassed the $200 million mark in 
assets and achieved the $2 million mark in 
operating profit before taxes, dividends, pa¬ 
tronage payments and allowances. 

Assets increased by $19.6 million (10.7 per 
cent) and finished the year at $201,912,105. 
Loans to members increased by $23.8 mil¬ 
lion (17.7 per cent), finishing the year at 
$158,168,668. 

Member deposits increased by $18 million 
(10.6 per cent) and finished the year at 
$187,492,493. 

At the end of 2002, members of the Moun¬ 
tain. View Credit Union totalled 15,490. 

The board continues to look at opportu¬ 
nities to expand into other communities. 
Property has been acquired in Linden and 
Crossfield for the commencement of Credit 
Union construction. 

The credit union continues to support the 
more than 160 organizations, events and 
charities in the communities it serves. 

In 2002 the credit union supported vari¬ 
ous organizations involved in community 


service, health, recreation, social, education, 
environment and economic development to¬ 
talling $75,000. A credit committee report 
showed that during the fiscal 2002, the Credit 
Union processed 3,421 loans, totalling 
$115,925,585. 189 applications were declined 
during this period. 

Credit union history Mountain View 
Credit Union was formed by the amalgama¬ 
tion of four small credit unions on March 3, 
1977: Cremona - operating since 1943; Olds 
- operating since 1957; Sundre - operating 
since 1959; and Didsbury - operating since 
1961. 

Current General Manager Norris 
Thompson assumed leadership in 1988. Un¬ 
der Thompson’s leadership, the credit union 
has seen assets increase from $19 million in 
1988 to $202 million in 2002. 

In the first year of his leadership, the ac¬ 
cumulated deficit of $150,000 was covered. 

"You see him on the street and talk to him, 
he knows you and says hi," said one member 
in praise of Thompson. 

Fiscal 2002 has seen assets total 
$202,036,615 and dividend and patronage 
payments declared for the 15th consecutive 
year, returning a cumulative total payment 
to Members in excess of $4.6 million.

1 don't know how many blue jeans I have washed and 
patched in my lifetime but it would have to be somewhere 
in the tens of thousands. Any farm wife and mother with 
an average size family would have a similar record. Before 
I had an automatic washer and dryer, and while all three 
kids were still at home, the sheer mass of blue jeans used 
to get a bit overwhelming and once in a while I took a load 
into the coin wash in Cremona. On a nasty cold day when 
I couldn’t face a line full of frozen jeans I stopped at the 
coin wash but all the machines were busy. A nice lady, 
whom 1 have never seen before or since, was about to start 
folding her towels and she said, "just leave your jeans and 
I’ll throw them in for you as soon as my load finishes.” I 
went off to visit a friend, picked up a few groceries and 
returned to the coin wash to Find my six pairs of jeans 
lovely and clean and neatly folded. The lady was long gone 
of course and as I was gratefully packing up I realized that 
I had not given her any money or any soap. I have no idea 
who she was but I have always remembered her very fondly 
and I hope she got some pleasure from her random act of 
kindness and doesn’t just think of me as a thoughtless, 
total idiot. 

Corduroys, gabardines, polycottons, khakis and twill, 
they all come and go but it looks like jeans are here for¬ 
ever. In the mid 1800s ‘jeans’ was twilled cotton cloth, 
similar to denim and used for making work clothes. The 
fabric was manufactured in Genoa in Italy. French weav¬ 
ers called Genoa, “Genes” and that is the origin of our 
word jeans. 

In those days jeans were not blue and they were not 
necessarily pants. Blue jeans as we know them were devel¬ 
oped by Levi Strauss. Levi was a 17 year old immigrant 
tailor who arrived in San Francisco during the Gold Rush 
of the 1850s. His main business was selling canvas for 
tents and covered wagons but he soon noticed that min¬ 
ers. working in gravel and dirt, wore out their pants aw¬ 
fully fast, so he made up some of his canvas into overalls. 
The pants were heavy, coarse and stiff but they held up so 
well that Levi couldn’t keep up to the demand. 

In the early 1860s, he started using denim instead of 
canvas. This fabric was milled in Nimes France and known 
as serge de Nimes. Americans pronounced it “denim”. 
Denim was sort of neutral colored and Strauss discovered 
that by dying it indigo blue, so that it would not show 
stains so badly, his denim overalls became even more popu¬ 
lar. Cowboys were wearing them now too and they liked a 
snug fit. so they would put on a pair of new denims, soak 
in the horse trough for a while, and then lay in the sun to 
shrink dry the material. 

The denim pants wore well but miners carried a lot of 
tools and the weight of the tools often ripped the pockets 
loose. In 1873 copper rivets appeared at each pocket seam 
and at the base of the fly so the crotch wouldn’t rip out 
while the miner squatted as he panned for gold. Miners 
and Cowboys were not much for underwear and they found 
that if they squatted too close to the campfire the crotch 
rivet was inclined to heat up and result in a nasty surprise 
so the crotch rivet was soon abandoned. 

By the 1930s boys were wearing jeans to school and 
school teachers complained that the back pocket rivets were 
ripping up the wooden desks. Pocket rivets were abandoned 
in 1937. In 1935 an ad appeared in Vogue magazine show¬ 
ing two society women in snug fitting jeans. “Western chic” 
was in and jeans have never looked back. 

Jeans are a multi million dollar industry and it doesn't 
look like they will be out of style any time soon. I wonder 
if vou can still buy stock in Levi Strauss inc. I wonder if 
there is a nice lady out there somewhere who remembers 
the bonehead at the Cremona coin wash.

17-year-old will be different 
after year-long India trip

Rachel Forestell isn’t sure 
how she will be different 
when she returns from a year 
long trip to India that starts 
this summer. She only knows 
the trip will change her from 
the person she is now. 

“This will be an experience 
that will help me grow and 
mature. I think I am going to 
return with a different percep¬ 
tion of the world and have a 
better understanding of what 
life is about,” says the Grade 
12 Didsbury High School stu¬ 
dent. 

Forestell applied for the 
trip through the Olds Rotary 
Club along with approxi¬ 
mately 20 other students. Her 
name was among four after 
applications were received 
and she heard the news that 
she would be sponsored for a 
trip after personal interviews. 

India wasn't her first 


choice. The list she compiled 
featured the countries of 
France and Brazil or a coun¬ 
try in South America. 

But the trip to India was 
what was in the cards for her 
and she is thrilled nonethe¬ 
less. Although she hasn’t re¬ 
ceived confirmation about the 
exact location of her trip she 
has received indications it 
will be in the Mumbai area 
(formerly known as Bombay). 

Forestell recognizes India 
will be much different than 
rural Canada and she is brac¬ 
ing herself for a country 
which is home to a sixth of 
the world's population. 

“All those people. I’m not 
used to that. I am really hop¬ 
ing I don’t get lost.” 

While languages in India 
vary from city to city and 
state to state. Forestell has 
been reassured almost every¬ 
one in India will be able to 
speak English and a language 


barrier will not be an obsta¬ 
cle for her. 

While in India, Forestell 
will stay with a few different 
hosts and will likely go to 
school in a college or univer¬ 
sity setting. High school stops 
at Grade 10 in India. 

Forestell’s family is ex¬ 
tremely excited about her op¬ 
portunity and will try to stay 
in touch with her through 
phone calls and e-mails. 

After travelling to India. 
Forestell is planning to at¬ 
tend the U of A. 

While in India Forestell will 
act as an ambassador of 
Canada and will give presen¬ 
tations about her country to 
schools and other functions. 
One of the goals of Rotary 
International is to foster and 
promote understanding. 

“I like that it is structured 
like that,” said Forestell. 
“That it will be my job for a 
year to promote Canada.”

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QUESTION: I retention in the same grade ever advis¬ 
able for a child who is not a late bloomer? How about the 
slow learner? 

DR. DOBSON: There are some students who can profit 
from a second year at the same grade level and many who 
will not. The best guideline is this: Retain only the child 
for whom something will be different next year. A young¬ 
ster who is sick for seven months in an academic year 
might profit from another run-through when he or she is 
healthy. And as I’ve indicated, a late-developing child should 
be held back in kindergarten (or the first grade at the lat¬ 
est) to place him or her with youngsters of comparable 
development. For the slow learner, however — the child 
who has below average ability — a second journey through 
the same grade will not help. If he was failing the fourth 
grade in June, he will continue to fail the fourth grade in 
September. The findings from research on this issue are 
crystal clear. It is not often realized that the curricular 
content of each grade level is very similar to the year be¬ 
fore and the year after. There is considerable redundancy 
in the concepts taught; the students in each grade are taken 
a little further, but much of the time is spent in review. 
The arithmetical methods of addition and subtraction, for 
example, are taught in the primary years, but consider¬ 
able work is done on these tasks in the sixth grade, too. 
Thus, the most unjustifiable reason for retention is to give 
the slow learner another year of exposure to easier con¬ 
cepts. He will not do better the second time around! Nor is 
there much magic in summer school. Some parents hope 
that a six-week program in July and August will accom¬ 
plish what was impossible in the 10 months between Sep¬ 
tember and June. They are often disappointed. 

QUESTION: You have suggested that women should 
seek to meet their emotional needs outside of marriage. 
What do you mean? 

DR. DOBSON: This principle is particularly important 
with regard to an emotionally vulnerable woman who is 
married to a stoic, unromantic man. If she looks to him as 
the provider of all adult conversation and the satisfier of 
every emotional need, their marriage can quickly run 
aground. He has no clue about how to deal with her “soul 
hunger” or how to make her happy. When she begins to 
realize that he will never be what she wants of him, dis¬ 
content begins to brew in the relationship. What can be 
done then? A woman with a normal range of emotional 
needs cannot simply ignore them. Something deep within 
her cries out for fulfillment. One answer is for women in 
this situation to supplement what their husbands can give 
by cultivating meaningful female relationships. Having 
friends with whom they can talk heart-to-heart, laugh, cry, 
and raise their children can be vital to mental health. That 
is precisely how women dealt with social needs in centu¬ 
ries past. Men worked 60 or 70 hours per week and had 
little time or energy for what might be called romantic 
activities. But a well-integrated society of women filled the 
void. They worked together, had babies together, cooked 
and canned together, and went to church together. And 
somehow, it was enough. Why does feminine society not 
exist in the same way today? Because many women are 
employed (the neighborhoods are empty) and because the 
world has become so mobile. The extended family has dis¬ 
integrated and the culture has moved on. Thus, female 
companionship is often difficult to find, and many younger 
women, especially those with two or more preschoolers, 
abandon the search for friendship. It is simply too much 
trouble. To the young wives who are reading these words, 
I urge you to invest some time in your female friends — 
even though you are all busy. Resist the temptation to pull 
into the walls of your home and wish for someone to talk 
to. Stay involved as a family in a church or a club that 
meets your social needs. Remember that you are sur¬ 
rounded by many other women with similar feelings. Find 
them. Care for them. Give to them. And in the process, 
your own self-esteem will rise. Then when you are con¬ 
tent. your marriage will also flourish. It sounds simplis¬ 
tic, but that's the way we are made. We are designed as 
social creatures who don’t do well in isolation. Don’t let 
that happen to you.

Fact: It doesn’t reflect the need for flexibility. 

Since 1997, the union contract requires an RN 
to be “in charge” in every unit, even if another 
health professional is well suited for the task - 
for example, a respiratory therapist on a unit 
with ventilated patients, or a physical therapist 
on an orthopaedic ward. In most cases, the 
best choice will still be a nurse, hut the union 
contract doesn’t allow for flexibility.

Local schools are utilizing special farm safety program 


Students in schools through¬ 
out the area are about to re¬ 
ceive a very strong message 
about the importance of farm 
safety over the weeks ahead. 

Thanks, in part, to the Lone 
Pine Agricultural Society, a 
unique 90 minute program on 
farm safety will be presented by 
facilitators from the Stony 
Plain Multicultural Centre to 
students at Midway School, 
Reed Ranch School and Olds 
Koinonia Christian School this 


week. Future presentations at 
schools in Didsbury, Carstairs 
and Cremona are expected to 
follow next month. “We are re¬ 
ally pleased to be able to spon¬ 
sor these presentations in our 
community,” says Lone Pine 
Agricultural Society repre¬ 
sentative, Kathy McCulloch. 
“We feel as an agricultural so¬ 
ciety it’s our responsibility to 
do this and heighten awareness 
for farm safety in any way pos¬ 
sible.” 


According to statistics, of 
the 18 farm-related deaths in 
the province in 2001, five were 
children under the age of nine. 

Figures like that are what 
spurred Jeanette Smith and 
Judy Kesanko of the Stony 
Plain Multicultural Centre into 
action. “We see about 2,000 stu¬ 
dents a year,” says Kesanko. 
“It’s been so successful that the 
Heritage Agricultural Society 
of Stony Plain has been funded 
to develop a similar program 


for grades 7, 8, and 9. Their 
current program focuses on 
grades 4, 5, and 6, however at 
smaller community schools, 
the entire school population 
(from grade 1 up) have been 
known to receive the presenta¬ 
tion. 

The program incorporates a 
game modeled after the TV 
show “Jeopardy”, with the stu¬ 
dents competing to “keep the 
mascots safe and not go 
broke.” “When there’s an inci¬ 


dent, Band-Aids are applied to 
the mascot and cash is handed 
back to the facilitators to re¬ 
flect injury-related costs,” ex¬ 
plains Kesanko. “After the 
game, the kids talk about what 
they’ve seen and experienced. 
Inevitably, they mention how 
that they didn’t realize how fast 
incidents can happen.”
